Brigham  Young  University  has 
doubled  its  scholarship  program, 
it  was  announced  today  by  Pres. 
Ernest  L.  Wilkinson. 

The  increase  will  effect  several 
hundred  students  in  high  school 
junior  college  and  presently  at- 
tending BYU. 

Pres.  Wilkinson  said  the  BYU 
funds,  together  with  those  of 
many  private  firms,  individuals, 
civic  and  church  groups,  are  now 
large  enough  to  reach  any  appli- 
cants in  the  top  five  per  cent  of 
the  graduating  classes  in  Utah 
and  large  numbers  out  of  the 
state. 

New  Scholarships  Offered 

Undergraduate  awards  range 
from  scholarships  for  one  quar- 
ter up  to  full  tuition  and  fees  for 
four  years.  Graduate  awards 
range  from  $1000  to  $1255  a 
year. 

One  of  the  features  of  the  new 
program  will  be  85  scholarships 
to  students  already  in  college  and 
doing  outstanding  work. 

Grants-in-aid  will  also  be  giv- 
en each  year  to  190  students  in 
extreme  financial  need  who  have 
maintained  a B average  and  who 
would  be  unable  to  attend  college 
without  financial  assistance. 

The  graduate  scholarship  and 
awards  program  will  take  about 
$50,000  of  the  total  amount.  This 
program  includes  22  graduate 
scholarships  of  $1000  each  and 
26  fellowships  at  $1255  a year. 
These  will  be  administered  by 
the  academic  departments 
volved. 


120  scholarships  for  $70  a quar- 
ter renewable  for  three  quarters 
on  basis  of  a B average  for  lead- 
ing high  school  students. 

Also  155  scholarships  of  $50  a 
quarter  for  three  quarters  are 
offered  for  students  just  under 
the  top  group. 

A hundred  special  four-year 
scholarships  are  offered  in  the 
field  of  education.  Leading  stu- 
dents in  this  field  may  receive 
$100  a year  for  four  years  on

maintaining  a B average. 

For  students  with  outstanding 
talent  in  art,  dance,  forensics, 
journalism,  music  and  drama  59 
special  awards  are  offered  for 
one  quarter’s  tuition  and  fees. 

Dr.  Wesley  P.  Lloyd,  dean  of 
students  and  chairman  of  the 
scholarship  committee,  said  the 
scholarships  are  not  automatical- 
ly given,  but  are  awarded  on  ap- 
plication and  through  achieve- 
ment. 


Leaders  Get  Awards 

In  addition,  40  new  scholar- 
ships of  $70  a quarter  renewable 
for  three  quarters  have  been  pro- 
vided for  junior  college  gradu- 
ates of  high  achievement  who 
can  maintain  a B average. 

Fifty-two  awards  ranging  in 
value  up  to  $210  are  available  to 
students  with  outstanding  rec- 
ords of  leadership  who  have 
maintained  a B average  in  pre- 
vious high  school  or  college 
work. 

Heading  the  list  of  awards  for 
high  school  students  are  10  schol- 
arships covering  tuition  and  fees 
for  four  years  on  the  basis  of  a 
3.5  grade-point  average  ^t  BYU.

Are  BYU  Students  ‘Un-Intellectual’? 


A recent  letter  sent  to  the  Daily  Universe 
asserts  that  Brigham  Young  University  stu- 
dents fall  short  of  “desired”  intellectual  attain- 
ment. The  letter-writer  may  have  a right  to 
say  it,  as  he  is  close  to  the  situation. 

He  is  a BYU  student — William  Post  (3H, 
Phoenix,  Arizona.) 

And  it  is  not  the  first  time  that  statements 
have  been  made  by  members  of  the  BYU  stu- 
dentbody  that  intellectual  attainment  here  falls 
short  of  the  “ideal”  reached  by  other  institu- 
tions of  higher  learning. 

This  doesn’t  necessarily  mean  beard-growing, 
bigger  bi-focals,  etc.  It  merely  means  the  learn- 
ing process. 

We  agree  with  the  letter. 

Intellectualism  does  not  seem  to  enjoy  as 
high  a level  here  as  in  other  universities.  We 
do  not,  however,  think  it  is  the  fault  of  the 
university.  . . not  with  the  degree  of  courses, 
forums,  etc.  that  are  offered. 

Yet,  an  atmosphere  of  “take  it  all  in”  but 
never  “think  about  it  or  question  it”  seems  to 
be  the  student  vogue. 

CONFERENCE  DISCUSSES  PROBLEM 

The  letter  cites  a recent  stake  conference 
wherein  a member  of  the  stake  presidency 
commented  on  a discussion  held  by  some  of 
the  faculty  members. 

The  topic  of  conversation  dealt  with  per- 
sonal impressions  and  experiences  had  by  fac- 
ulty members,  both  at  BYU  and  at  other  in- 
stitutions. The  general  feeling  indicated  that 
BYU  has  one  of  the  most  unique  studentbodies 
in  the  university  circle,  but  on  the  other  hand, 


the  observation  was  made  that  the  BYU  stu- 
dent does  not  question  the  things  he  is  taught 
or  told. 

“In  the  classroom,  as  well  as  outside  of  the 
classroom,  the  students  merely  take  in  all, 
without  feeling  or  reaction.  This  problem 
teachers  must  constantly  fight.” 

QUESTIONS  AID  LEARNING 

Now  the  question  is,  “Does  skepticism — the 
need  to  be  shown — prevent  a person  from 
learning? 

We  feel  that  the  answer  is  “No.”  At  least 
this  is  true  if  the  subject  matter  really  is  de- 
sirable— and  its  basic  tenets  are  true.  If  so, 
then  scrutiny  will  only  the  more  convince  the 
inquirer. 

Any  missionary,  a teacher  from  the  begin- 
ning to  end  of  every  tracting  day,  and  in 
church  as  well,  will  agree  that  the  person  who 
questions,  who  thinks,  is  the  one  who  learns. 
The  harder  the  questions,  the  more  learning 
that  is  in  process. 

It  is  the  little  old  lady  (or  young  man)  who 
sits  back  and  sleepily  nods  the  head  that  frus- 
trates the  missionary  and  makes  him  come 
home  without  any  hair. 

With  registration  still  in  process  it  would 
seem  advantageous  to  the  student,  as  well  as 
raising  the  intellectual  student  level  of  our 
school,  to  take  some  of  the  harder  courses.  . . 
and  then  work  to  learn  something  in  those 
courses. 

But,  best  of  all  during  the  coming  quarter, 
think,  question,  learn.
